BP Hails ‘Positive Step Forward’ 



Company says tube 
may finally slow the 
pace of Gulf oil leak 

Washington 

BP inserted a new tube Sunday into 
the damaged oil pipe that has been 
gushing oil from the bottom of the 
Gulf of Mexico for three and a half 
weeks in a bid to capture as much 
of the oil as possible. 

The 4-inch-wide new pipe was 
inserted into the broken section 
known as the riser, from which the 
majority of the oil has been leak- 
ing. If it works, the inserted pipe 
could keep a substantial amount of 
the oil out of the sea by siphoning 
it up a mile-long pipe to the Dis- 
coverer Enterprise drillship and 
then to nearby barges. 

“So far, it’s working extremely 
well,” said BP senior vice president 
for exploration and production Kent 
Wells. He said the company has 


been able to flare, or burn, some 
of the natural gas at the surface, 
an indication that the insertion 
pipe is working. He said it would 
not be clear how much of the oil 
can be captured for another day 
or two, but he called it “a positive 


step forward.” 

“As of now, there are still rea- 
sonably substantial amounts of oil 
coming out” of the damaged pipe- 
line into the ocean, said Andrew 
Gowers, an executive vice presi- 
dent at BP. “That is in part a fac- 


tor of the pressure we are bring- 
ing to bear in producing the oil.” 
He added that the amount of oil 
brought up the new line would “be 
steadily increased.” He cautioned, 
“This is a gradual, carefully cali- 
brated process aimed at steadi- 
ly reducing the leak rather than a 
magic bullet.” 

The company’s efforts to stop 
the flow of oil into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico come as the existing slick has 
begun to touch shorelines and come 
closer to currents that could carry 
plumes of oil suspended beneath 
the surface out of the Gulf to areas 
much further away, including the 
Florida Keys. 

Late Saturday night, the Nation- 
al Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration issued a 72-hour 
forecast that warned, “As the winds 
weaken, ocean models indicate the 
southern edge of the plume could 
begin moving more to the SW and 
potentially into the Loop Current.”

Atlantis Docks at Space Station 


Astronauts make 
an emotional arrival 
in shutde’s last voyage 

Cape Canaveral, Fla. 

Atlantis arrived at the interna- 
tional space station on Sunday for 
what could be its last visit, deliv- 
ering fresh batteries and other 
equipment to help keep the out- 
post running long after the shut- 
tle program ends. 

For now, Atlantis’ dance card is 
empty after this flight, and NASA 
has just two missions remaining. 
But there’s a push to keep the space 
shuttles flying until next June and 
to give Atlantis one last hurrah. 

Shuttle commander Kenneth 
Ham was visibly moved as he 
floated into the space station. He 
grabbed two of the station astro- 
nauts in a tight embrace. 

“It’s bigger than we remember

and, speaking for myself, better 
than I remember,” Ham said. “I 
love this place.” 

The rendezvous by Atlantis was 
accompanied by considerably more 
picture-taking than usual, to make 
up for a curtailed safety survey the 
day before. 

Three of the six space station 
residents snapped a total of 398 pic- 


tures using zoom lenses as Atlan- 
tis made its final approach. The 
shuttle performed a slow backflip 
so all its surfaces could be photo- 
graphed. 

Ham was struck by the space 
station’s beauty as he guided Atlan- 
tis in. “You are brilliantly glowing. 
It’s an absolutely stunning view,” 
he said, (ap)

Supreme Court nominee Elena 
Kagan is unlikely to face a Repub- 
lican attempt to block a final vote 
on her confirmation but should 
expect difficult questions from law- 
makers who will decide whether 
she deserves the lifetime appoint- 
ment, the Senate’s second-ranking 
Republican said Sunday. 

“The filibuster should be rele- 
gated to the extreme circumstanc- 
es, and I don’t think Elena Kagan 
represents that,” said Sen. Jon Kyi, 
a member of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

Republican senators are placing 
great weight on Kagan’s testimony 
in determining the fate of President 
Obama’s second high court nomi- 
nee. Kagan is now solicitor gener- 
al, the government’s top lawyer, but 
she has never been a judge. 

“She has so little other record, 
this is going to be a big deal,” said 
Sen. Jeff Sessions, R-Ala. “It’s so 
important how she testifies.” 

Republicans want to know 
“whether she will lay her political 
beliefs aside when she’s deciding 
cases and decide those cases strict- 
ly based upon the facts and the law 
of the case,” Kyi said, (ap)

Iran Releases French Academic

Low Turnout in Hong Kong Polls 


Lack of voters deals 
blow to opposition’s 
push for democracy 

Hong Kong 

Most Hong Kongers stayed away 
from special elections Sunday that 
five opposition lawmakers had 
triggered, dealing a blow to their 
democracy campaign in this for- 
mer British colony. 

With just an hour to go before 
polls closed, only 15.8 percent of 
Hong Kong’s 3.4 million regis- 
tered voters had cast ballots in the 
special election to fill vacancies in 
each of the territory’s five major 
electoral districts.

The contest was engineered 
by five legislators who resigned 
in January to set up a showdown 
against pro-Beijing candidates that 


would be a de facto referendum on 
democracy. But Hong Kong’s lead- 
ing pro-China political parties boy- 
cotted, and Beijing condemned the 
resignations. 

While Hong Kong has continued 
to enjoy Western-style civil liberties 
under Chinese rule, its top leader is 
picked by a committee stacked with 
Beijing loyalists, and its 60-member 
legislature is half elected and half 
chosen by interest groups. 

The five ex-legislators pressed 
ahead, running for their old seats 
and arguing that a strong turn- 
out would be a mandate to nego- 
tiate with Beijing. They set a tar- 
get turnout of 25 percent — which 
they estimate to be their base — but 
appeared set to fall short, min lee (ap)

Battleground Bangkok 

With civil unrest spiraling out of control, urban warfare shuts down the capital 



Bangkok 

A dentist looks down from his 
20th-story apartment and sees 
a body on the pavement, blood 
streaming from its head. Bonfires 
burn in major streets that normal- 
ly would be jammed with shoppers 
and tourists. Hotels are filled with 
soldiers and police, their boots and 
shields lining the hallways. 

In the capital of a nation that 
proudly calls itself the Land of Smiles, 
urban warfare is raging outside luxmy 
high-rises and crumbling shophouses. 
Residents — those who haven’t fled 
— lock themselves inside and hope 
the violence comes no closer. 

“I don’t have the stomach to go 
near the window anymore,” said 
Teerawat Tussranapirom, the den- 
tist who saw the body on the pave- 
ment. He photographed the grue- 
some scene and posted the image 
on his Facebook page. 

“I haven’t left the building,” he 
said. “I’ve stockpiled food and water 
for two days. I don’t know what I’m 
going to do if it runs out.” 

Going outside is out of the ques- 
tion these days in parts of down- 
town Bangkok, most of which has 
become a battlefield, punctuated 
by thundering explosions and con- 
stant gunfire. 

Soldiers have killed 30 people 
and wounded more than 220 since a 
crackdown on anti-government pro- 
testers began Thursday. There was 


no immediate end in sight after the 
government ominously said over the 
weekend that the only way to restore 
peace is to persist with its crackdown 
on the Red Shirt protesters, who 
have been camped since April 3 in 
an upscale shopping district. 

In a city known for its gentle- 
ness and easy smiles, nobody imag- 
ined Thailand’s political problems. 


as bad as they have been, would 
come to this. 

Many of Bangkok’s biggest bou- 
levards are empty as far as the eye 
can see. On sidewalks, military 
snipers are crouched behind sand- 
bags, and protesters lob explosives 
at them, and torch tires and police 
vehicles. Bloody bodies are being 
dragged down the pavement to 


waiting ambulances. 

Soldiers and police moved in 
Thursday night to seal off roads 
around the protest zone, which 
spans roughly 1 square mile. But 
rowdy groups have spilled into 
nearby streets filled with embas- 
sies, gleaming office towers and 
doorman apartment buildings.

No End in Sight

road closures now spans about 
8 square miles, including the city’s 
central business district. 

Almost everything in the area 
is closed: restaurants, supermar- 
kets, Bangkok’s ubiquitous mas- 
sage parlors and even the go-go 
bars on Patpong Road, one of the 
city’s most famous sex-bar strips, 
which is now lined with water can- 
non trucks and military vehicles. 

Some residents, such as Indian 
expat Manisha Trivedi, have fled 
for safety. “We’re safe now. Thank 
God we got out just in time,” said 
Trivedi, a nursery school teacher 
whose family fled to the Sukhum- 
vit area Thursday. 

Toddlers at Trivedi’s school 
rehearsed safety drills last week. 
“We told them if you hear three 
bells, we take the class upstairs 
and we sit in the hall and basical- 
ly we wait and we stay safe,” Trive- 
di said. “You just think, ‘What 
sort of place are we living in?”’

THE ROOT OF THAILAND’S TURMOIL 

The standoff in Bangkok has its roots in a rural-urban conflict that has roiled Thai politics since 2006, when billionaire and 
former prime minister Thaksin Shinawatra was ousted in a bloodless coup that had broad support among Bangkok’s urban elite. 
Many of these elites view Thaksin, who is now in exile and is helping to fund the Red Shirts, as a corrupt thug. But Thaksin’s pop- 
ulist policies have had an enduring political impact, energizing the Red Shirts and awakening the rural majority to the idea that 
they can and should control the country’s political destiny. Tacit support for that coup by King Bhumibol Adulyade] has also 
soured many rural people. The king has long played a trusted and stabilizing role in this country where there have been 18 
coups since 1932. But his picture has been taken down in many rural areas, and political analysts said the decline of the

Md. Works to Save Turtles From ICC’s Path

Twenty-two miles from the future 
Intercounty Connector, 37 Mon^om- 
ery County residents who lost homes 
to the highway’s construction feast 
on butternut squash, apples and let- 
tuce in an upstairs bedroom belong- 
ing to Sandy Barnett, a retired rep- 
tile and amphibian expert, in her 
Baltimore-area home. 

The turtles are part of an experi- 
ment — sponsored by the Maryland 
State Highway Administration and 
applauded by Barnett and other 
wildlife advocates — to see how well 
box turdes do after being displaced 
by a major road project. 

Since summer 2008, more than 
900 turtles have been saved from 


the ICC’s bulldozers, marking the 
first time the Maryland highway 
agency has made an organized 
effort to move wildlife in advance of 


roadwork, state officials said. The 
state is spending $300,000 of the 
highway’s $2.56 billion construc- 
tion budget for a Towson Universi- 


ty study of what happens to 97 tur- 
tles affixed with radio transmitters 
after they are moved from woods 
and meadows in the ICC’s path. 

The findings will help deter- 
mine whether all the project’s tur- 
tle protection efforts — placing a 
plastic mesh fence around the work 
site and requiring contractors to 
look for turtles before beginning 
work — actually help them survive 
or amount to little more than feel- 
good public relations. 

“There’s an awful lot we need to 
know about whether doing some- 
thing like this is a good idea from 
a scientific, biological standpoint,” 
said Rob Shreeve, the state’s envi- 
ronmental manager for ICC con- 
struction.

Va. Waste Plant 
To Get D.C. Trash 

Lorton, Va. 

The economic slowdown has meant 
a 15 percent drop in trash and recy- 
clable collections in Fairfax Coun- 
ty over the past two years. 

To keep the county’s waste-to- 
energy facility in Lorton operating 
closer to capacity, Fairfax County 
has agreed to take all residential 
garbage collected in the District, 
200,000 tons a year. 

The plant’s capacity is about 
1.2 million tons annually, and it 
processed about 1.1 million tons 
at its peak a few years ago. But 
last year that figure had dropped 
to 992,000 tons of trash and recy- 
clables. (ap)

To GWU Graduates 


Obama makes good 
on deal after students 
achieve service goal 

Washington 

First lady Michelle Obama chal- 
lenged George Washington Uni- 
versity students at their gradua- 
tion Sunday to keep giving after 
they completed more than 100,000 
hours of community service. 

The 5,000 graduates not only 
met the 100,000-hour goal set by 
the first lady in September, but they 
also beat it by 63,980 hours. Obama 
joked that had she known the stu- 
dents would have completed 3,300 
on their first day, “I probably would 
have picked a higher number.” 

At the start of the school year, 
Obama said that if the campus com- 
munity logged 100,000 hours of vol- 
unteer service by May, she would 
speak at the school’s graduation.

“If 
you can’t pay for it with cash, you 
don’t need it,” says John Chladek, 
a financial planner in Overland 
Park, Kan. 

Be Aware of Fees 

Debit cards are a handy way to 
manage your money, but they have 
their pitfalls, too. You can incur 
penalties by overdrawing, so it’s 
incumbent on you to keep track 
of your balance. Try to avoid fees 
for an ATM that’s not part of your 
bank’s network. And be sure to pay 
all your bills on time or you’ll be 
slapped with late charges. 

Watch Out for ID Theft 

Young people are the biggest tar- 
gets among the 10 million vic- 
tims of identity theft in the U.S. 
each year. Protect banking state- 
ments, PINs and other sensitive 
data. Change passwords frequent- 
ly. Don’t carry your Social Security 
card. And never give out your bank 
account or credit-card numbers 
unless you know who needs them

Take the Mystery 
Out of the FiU-Uu 


The wild movements 
in gas prices aren’t 
entirely arbitrary 

Personal Finance 

Call them the mysteries of the gas 
pump. Your local gas station raises 
prices whenever oil spikes. So, why 
doesn’t the price drop as quickly 
when oil plunges? You fill up at one 
station, only to see another charg- 
ing a dime or less per gallon. How 
can that happen? 

Trying to understand pump 
fluctuations is enough to make 
almost any driver’s head spin. Here 
are some questions and answers to 
help make sense of the system. 

Q: The price of a barrel of oil has 
fallen recently, yet gasoline prices 
at my neighborhood station have 
barely moved. Why is that? 

A; Oil prices have fallen about 
18 percent in the past two weeks, yet 
the national average retail gasoline 
price is down only 4 cents per gallon. 
Sonnetinnes it’s a nnatter of survival for 
gas stations to increase prices quickly 
when gasoline rises, said Tonn Kloza 
of Oil Price Infornnation Service. They 
have to charge at least as nnuch as 


they pay for the gas. Also, this is the 
tinne of year when prices at the punnp 
tend to peak as sunnnner starts. 

Q: if that’s the case, how come fuel 
prices can be so much lower in 
some neighborhoods than others? 

A: Kloza said stations that buy fuel 
directly fronn oil connpanies tend to 
have slower price nnoves up or down. 
Stations in rural and suburban nnar- 
kets probably see the quickest nnoves 
when prices nnove drastically. Prices 
in urban areas tend to be higher be- 
cause real estate, operating costs and 
taxes often are nnore expensive. 

Q: How is the cost of a gallon of 
gas determined? 

A: About 70 percent of the cost of a 
gallon of gasoline connes fronn the 
price of oil, according to the Energy 
Infornnation Adnninistration. Taxes are 
the next-biggest part, at 14 percent. 
Refining accounts for 9 percent of the 
price, and distribution and nnarketing 
account for 8 percent. 

Q: So, bottom line: How much will 
I spend this summer for gas? 

A: Kloza believes gasoline prices by 
June nnight fall below the $2.70 per 
gallon average that drivers paid last

Bob Baffert was still smiling and 
laughing the morning after win- 
ning his first Triple Crown race in 
eight years. 

As Preakness winner Lookin At 
Lucky prepared to walk onto a van 
leaving Pimlico on Sunday, Baffert 
petted the bay colt on the neck and 
told him, “Thank you so much.” 

Horse racing, however, is not 
quite so buoyant — the sport 
remains without a Triple Crown 
champion since 1978.

Janelle Monae debuted in 2007 
with an ambitious EP, but it was 
her insanely ambitious video for 
“Many Moons” that really made a 
splash.

Mild, Mild West 


Band of Horses’ 
latest CD has a chill, 
Pacific Coast feel 

CD Review 

Between the recording of Band 
of Horses’ epic debut in 2006 and 
the follow-up in 2007, frontman 
Ben Bridwell moved from Wash- 
ington state back to his hometown 
in North Carolina. The musical 
differences were subtle but tell- 
ing, revealing a shift from Pacif- 
ic Northwest indie rock to south- 
ern folk rock. 

Geography is obviously an 
inspiration to Bridwell. He record- 
ed Band of Horses’ third album, 
“Infinite Arms,” all over the coun- 
try. The result is either admirably 
diverse or strangely scattershot. 
But despite its road-trip creation, 
“Infinite Arms” is ultimately a West 
Coast album. 

In other words, Bridwell sounds 
more laid-back here, pitching each 
song at an amiable amble. He’s 


stretching here, trying not to rely 
too much on past glories while 
traipsing out into new territory. 
The keyboard-heavy “Dilly” has a 
smart, snaky hook that comes out 
of nowhere and may be one of the 
most ingenious moments here. And 
the desert-country ramble of “Lare- 
do” conjures the cosmic American 
music of Gram Parsons. 

Bridwell is less successful on the 
climactic “Neighbor.” No amount of 
fans waving lighters could rescue 
the line “Now if Bartles & Jaymes 
didn’t need no last names, we could 
live by our own laws in favor.” 

“Infinite Arms” never recovers 
after that epic fail. Ultimately, the 
band’s wanderlust may be its most 
winning trait, but it makes for an 
unsettled album that gets lost too 
often on the winding backroads.

Ronnie James Dio 
of Heaven and Hell 
dies of cancer at 67 

Obituary 

Ronnie James Dio, whose soaring 
vocals, poetic lyrics and mythic 
tales of a never-ending struggle 
between good and evil broke new 
ground in heavy metal, died Sun- 
day, according to a statement from 
his wife. He was 67. 

Dio, who revealed last summer 
that he was suffering from stom- 
ach cancer, was the frontman for 
Heaven and Hell, the latest incar- 
nation of Black Sabbath. 

Dio rose to fame in 1975 as the 
first lead singer of Rainbow, the 
heavy metal band put together by 
guitarist Ritchie Blackmore. 

Dio then replaced legendary

vocalist Ozzy Osbourne in Black 
Sabbath in 1980 with the critical- 
ly acclaimed album “Heaven And 
Hell,” considered by many critics 
to be one of the finest heavy metal 
albums of all time. His on-again, 
off- again tenure with Black Sab- 


bath touched off an intense debate 
among fans as to which singer was 
the true essence of the band. 

He also enjoyed a success- 
ful solo career with his self-titled 
band, Dio, in between his three 
stints with Black Sabbath (1980- 
82; 1992; and 2007-2009, when the 
band toured as Heaven and Hell, 
to differentiate it from Osbourne- 
led versions of Sabbath). 

Many of his most memorable 
songs revolved around the strug- 
gle between good and evil. He 
also drew heavily on medieval 
imagery. 

“He possessed one of the great- 
est voices in all of heavy metal and 
had a heart to match it,” said Twist- 
ed Sister guitarist Jay Jay French, 
whose band has toured with Dio 
since 1983. “He was the nicest, 
classiest person you would ever 
want to meet.” wayne parry (ap)
